IT was my great pleasure this week to host the annual 
Mayor’s Business Awards, recognising the outstanding 
contribution that local businesses make to Hackney’s 
economy. The awards are now in their fifth year and the 
range of entries showed the amazing diversity in the 
borough’s business sector, and the creativity and the 
passion behind Hackney’s success stories. 

Hackney has to be one of the most exciting places to be 
doing business, anywhere in the UK. With 201 2 only two 
years away, Hackney is poised for one of the most intense 
periods of economic activity in its history. As one of the main 
host boroughs for the Games, we have the opportunity to 
permanently transform the local economic landscape. The 
international broadcast and media centre will create 900 
thousand square feet of commercial space, and has the 
potential to generate thousands of skilled jobs. 

Hackney Council has a vision for this space to become a hub 
for creative industries, from broadcast and media, to design 
and digital businesses. The success of existing businesses 
in Shoreditch, Dalston and, increasingly, Hackney Wick, 
shows that this borough is already the creative heart of 
London, and the ideal place to host a permanent village for 
the sector.

HACKNEY Empire was filled to the brim 
with actors clad in 1 940s costume for its 
most recent silver screen outing, when 
the production team behind Captain 
America: The First Avenger rolled into the 
borough. 

The much-anticipated super-hero movie, directed 
by Joe Johnston and starring Chris Evans in the title 
role, was filmed in the Empire for three days, during 
which time the Town Hall Square was buzzing with 
American GIs, and women in curlers and bobby pins. 

The production, also starring Tommy Lee Jones and 
Samuel L Jackson, plus Brit actors Dominic Cooper and 
Hayley Atwell, made the most of local amenities, using 
Hackney Town Hall’s Assembly Rooms to house the 
make-up and costume departments, and Ocean to feed 
the huge cast and crew.

The rest 
of Bob’s band couldn’t 
handle the cold and 
wanted to go back to 
Jamaica, so they cancelled 
the tour and went home.” 

Morris’s work graced 
the cover of Melody

Time Out 

before he was out of his 
teens. It was this kind of 
impact that reggae, its 
music, culture and rebels, 
had on many young 
people in Hackney and 
beyond.

A new chapter 

DALSTON’S new flagship Library and Archive is taking 
shape, with internal fit-out works set to begin. 

The state-of-the-art building, due to open in spring 201 1 , 
will be over twice as large as the current library in Dalston 
Lane, which it replaces. 

It will have a cafe and education room, dedicated to writer 
and essayist CLR James. It is also set to feature separate 
adult and children’s libraries, a teen zone and a ‘quick 
picks’ area for people in a hurry. 

There will be a wide range of books, study materials, and 
online reference sources, as well as community and 
education facilities. The library will offer free study spaces, 
computers, and wi-fi throughout. 

The borough’s archives, some dating back to the 1 3th 
century, are also being relocated to the new site from their 
current home in De Beauvoir Road. They will be available 
for use by all, and include over 20,000 historic photographs 
and maps from throughout Hackney’s history. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet Member for Community 
Services, said: “Dalston Library and Archive will provide a 
much greater range of services for residents than currently 
available. Its location next to Dalston Junction station 
means it can also be used more easily by those from other 
parts of the borough.” 

Lap-dancing clubs: have your 
say 

THE Council’s licensing committee is inviting residents to 
take part in a public consultation looking at the way ‘sex 
establishments’ are licensed. 

The committee is responsible for regulating sex shops, 
cinemas and entertainment venues, such as lap-dancing 
clubs and erotic dancing venues, and has drafted a new 
policy to determine whether to grant licences for these 
types of businesses in Hackney. 

A policy is being proposed, which would mean no licences 
will normally be granted. 

Hackney currently has one licensed sex shop in Hoxton and 
four premises that are ‘licensed to provide live 
performances, or displays of nudity solely, or mainly, to 
sexually stimulate audience members’. The consultation 
runs until 13 December.

m RTISTTom 
II Hunter’s home in 
U central Hackney, is 
M «a few streets away 
from where he first moved 
in 1986, ‘to escape Dorset’. 
Now the father of a young 
family, he has lived in the 
borough for 25 years. 

An illustrious 

photographer, his work has 
been bought and exhibited 
all over the world. He took 
the first photograph to be 
displayed in the National 
Gallery; has shown at 
the prestigious Saatchi 
Gallery; and his work is on 
permanent display at the 
Museum of London. 

Living in a squat when 
he first arrived, and 
surrounded by artists and 
writers, he decided to 
change careers from a tree 
surgeon to photographer, 


inspired by the creative and 
unorthodox outlook of the 
borough’s residents. 

He explains: “Living in 
a squat lifted the financial 
pressure, and made 
changing your life to do 
something new, a very real 
possibility. There was also a 
really big creative and social 
scene around squatting - 
everyone you met was doing 
it, and we made our own 
entertainment. From gigs 
in people’s back gardens, to 
squat parties.” 

In 1989, he spent a year 
on the Holly Street estate 
where he photographed 70 
residents. Charles Saatchi 
later saw, and purchased, 
the body of work taken as 
part of this project. 

Tom says: “It’s about 
encapsulating Hackney, 
and the people who make 
it what it is, documenting 
them and showing how 
much the place has changed 
over the last 25 years.” 

His photography in the 



late 1980s and 1990s was 
inspired by, and a reaction 
to, what was going on in 
squats, from the demolition 
of old houses, to the stories 
of people who lived in them. 

He felt driven to provide 
an alternative view of these 
people’s chosen lifestyles 
to that portrayed in the 
mainstream press. Tom 
says: “I like to dignify 
everyday people, and those 
struggling. I like the style 
of the old Dutch masters of 
painting, who also dignified 
their subjects.” 

He explains using a large 


format camera gives him a 
‘painterly approach’, and 
he often takes hours over 
each shot, adding: “I strive 
for my pictures to give a 
calmness that creates a 
chance to imagine what it 
would be like if you were in 
that person’s position.” 

Taken in 1998, the most 
well-known picture in that 
style is of a young girl, 
with her baby, reading a 
repossession order. Like 
many of his pictures, it 
echoes a well known 
painting, in this case, 
Vermeer’s ‘Girl reading a 


letter at an open window’. 

Tom’s work is 
almost exclusively shot 
around Hackney, but 
he was surprised by the 
international interest 
it aroused. He says: “I 
never thought when I was 
producing pictures of my 
neighbours that they would 
be of interest to anyone in 
the US or Sweden, which 
proves you’ve got to follow 
your interests and passions, 
and it may pay off. ” 

His social conscience 
hasn’t ceased over the years; 
and these days he spends a 
lot of his time researching 
local communities, working 
with St Joseph’s Hospice, 
Age Concern Hackney and 
Shelter. He goes to coffee 
mornings and listens to 
people’s stories. He says: 

“It helps me create a sense 
of human history to the 
place. I’m interested by the 
different types of people 
who come to Hackney, a 
place which has always seen

a lot of immigration.” 

One of Tom’s current 
projects ‘Prayer Places’ 
documents the many 
different places of worship 
in Hackney. He is struck 
by the constant growth and 
change in the borough’s 
religious centres. He says: 
“There are new churches 
and places of worship 
popping up all the time, 
due to the people coming 
to the borough. From pop- 
up mosques in car parks, 
to people using their front 
rooms.” 

And looking at his 
images you get a strong 
sense of the slowing of time 
and calmness, despite the 
relentless pace of change 
that he is inspired by - an 
engaging creative paradox.

All your recycling

Q: My neighbour’s brown bin is full of rubbish, 
instead of garden waste, it is not being emptied and 
smells. Is it possible to get this taken away? 


A: The Council is aware that some residents are using 
these bins to store rubbish and other materials, instead 
of garden waste. Residents should only place loose grass 
cuttings, leaves, branches, hedge clippings, plants and 
flowers in their brown bin. 

Those that are not being used properly cannot be emptied 
by recycling crews. Staff will instead leave hangers on 
bins explaining to residents why they have not been 
collected, and how to use the service correctly. 

People who continue to misuse 
heir brown bins will no longer 
be offered the service, and 
their bin will be removed.

Cycling boss is coach of the year 


THE cycling coach who led 
Hackney to two 
consecutive youth 
championship victories has 
won a prestigious award. 

Keir Apperley was 
named Coach of the Year 
at the London Youth 
Games Hall of Fame 
awards for his contribution 
to Cycling Club Hackney 
(CCH). Since starting the 
club three years ago, Keir 
has led the team of 12 to 


15-year-olds from Hackney 
schools to gold at both the 
2009 and 2010 London 
Youth Games.

Pieces Of Vincent, Areola Theatre, Areola 
Street, E9, until 25 September 

AS I sit crossed legged on the floor, the 
opening scene of Pieces of Vincent transports 
the audience into the back seat of a car. 
Instantly I sense this is going to be no 
ordinary journey. Written by David Watson, 
Pieces of Vincent follows the story of nine 
characters whose lives are intertwined by the 
ripple effects of a social tragedy. 

Vincent Carins is a young, free-spirit from 
Northern Ireland who has been estranged 
from his family and is adrift London. Despite 
being the central character, the majority of 
the play centres around the fragmented lives 


of a piano teacher, a city worker, a policeman 
and a grandmother who are all connected 
through Vincent. 

Award winning set designer Es Devlin, 
successfully challenged the traditional 
boundaries of staging by surrounding the 
audience with live action unfolding on all four 
walls of the studio. 

However, the highlight of the play was 
certainly the imaginative use of film 
projection, which pieced together the 
fractured narrative of both past and present. 
The scene where Vincent and his first love 
Rachel part ways on Millennium Bridge was 
particularly emotional and thought provoking.

had been built from the 
late 1850s onwards, and 
by 1870, the pre-war 
street pattern had been 
established. 

After the war ended in 
1945, there was pressure 
on local authorities to 
provide new housing for 
those made homeless 
during the Blitz. 

Many sites were 
identified for 
redevelopment where 
buildings had been 
flattened by bombing. 
Mapledene estate in 
Hackney was one of the 
earliest of these post-war 
housing developments. 

Plans were submitted 
to the Council in 1948, 
and the first part of the 
scheme, consisting of 
18 terraced houses on 
the south side of the 
road, was opened in 
February 1950. 

The homes were 
built by apprentices, 
as part of the Master 
Apprenticeship Scheme, 
aimed at training young 
workers in construction 
skills, vital in post-war 
London. The second part 


of the scheme consisted 
of 66 flats in three three- 
storey blocks, grouped 
around a laundry. The 
architects, Messrs Joseph, 
had worked extensively in 
Hackney before the war. 

The estate is modest in 
both size and appearance 
- brick-built with plain 
Georgian-looking 
windows. Interestingly, 
unlike some neighbouring 
estates, such as Holly 
Street, which have been 
extensively redeveloped 
over the years, Mapledene 
has remained very much 
the same over the past 
50 years, other than the 
closure of the laundry. 

The estate is now the 
subject of a study to 
explore how bombing 
during World War Two, 
affected post-war housing 
in the borough. 

The ‘Mapledene Time 
Machine’ project is a 
collaboration between 
Hackney Archives, the 
Royal Institute of British 
Architects (RIBA), the 
Building Exploratory and 
the Bridge Academy. 

It is funded by the 


Museums Libraries and 
Archives Council as part 
of its ‘Their Past Your 
Future’ programme. 

Students from the 
Bridge Academy in 
E2 piloted the project 
in a series of lessons 
devised by educational 
facilitators at the Building 
Exploratory and RIBA, 
with the estate close 
enough to make a site 
visit possible. 

The students also visited 
both Hackney Archives 
and RIBA Architectural 
Library to look at original 
documents, photographs, 
plans and official records 
relating both to the estate, 
and post-war housing in 
Hackney generally. 

In addition, the students

interviewed retired 
architects from RIBA’s 
Doric Club and long- 
term estate residents. 

The students’ thoughts 
and reflections on 
these experiences have 
been recorded on the 
Radiowaves website 
for schools. 

The Mapledene Time 
Machine project situates 
Hackney’s experience 
of bomb damage during 
the Second World War 
and the rebuilding 
after, within the wider 
context of architects’ 
vision for a post-war 
London, and shows how 
the destruction caused 
by bombing irrevocably 
changed the borough’s 
landscape.

APLEDENE 
Road is one

SOPHIE has worked at the 
museum for five years, and 
really likes to see it full of 
visitors learning about 
Hackney and its people. 

She says: “I have a passion 
for history, and for enthusing 
people about the past and 
what they can learn from it.

Museum has been 
at its present home 
in Reading Lane, 
next to the Town Hall 
Square, since 1992. 

The Council-run service 
aims to collect, conserve 
and keep forever the 
history of Hackney, in 
order to encourage a sense 
of local identity and pride. 

Its team of curators and 
education staff work with 
a huge range of Hackney’s 
diverse communities, to 
reflect a true picture of the 
borough’s history. 

Some 36,000 people visit 
every year, of all age 


groups. Visitors come for 
many reasons: to find out 
more about local history; 
to take part in a toddler 
sing-along; enjoy a family 
art workshop; or reminisce 
about the past. 

All of Hackney’s primary 
schools take advantage of 
sessions where children can 
discover more about the 


borough’s rich history.

AN exhibition showing original drawings, photographs and 
journals tells the story of one of London Underground’s 
most important architects, Charles Holden. 

Of the 270 stations on the Underground network, more 
than 40 were designed by Holden (1 875-1 960).

Manor and Southgate, are Grade II* listed and regarded as 
icons. He is also known for his Northern line stations and 
the interior refurbishment of many of them. 

Holden’s plans and images for London Underground 
headquarters, on top of St James Park station, will also be 
on display. At the time it was the tallest office building in 
London and dominated the skyline in 1 929.

What are the main 
responsibilities of 
the role? 

Social workers help children 
and families when concerns 
are raised about the safety 
and well-being of children. 
We meet with the family to 
assess the situation, 
determine any risks to the 
children and identify how to 
best support the family to 
ensure the children’s safety 
and healthy development. 

In what ways is it 
challenging? 

We work with families with a 
range of difficult issues 


including substance misuse, 
mental health issues, 
domestic violence, and 
poverty. It is challenging to 
try to help families address 
those issues. Social workers 
also hold a lot of 
responsibility for protecting 
vulnerable populations, such 
as children, which can be 
challenging. 

How is the job rewarding? 

As a social worker, the 
relationships you build with 
the family are very 
rewarding. Although we do 
not always become involved 
with families under the best 


of circumstances, it is 
special when you are able to 
form a positive relationship 
and help them make 
meaningful changes in their 
home and family life.

Poached pheasant & 
stock sauce 




Serves two 


Preparation time 

30 mins 

Cooking time 

8 hours 


Ingredients 

• 2 pheasant carcasses, legs and breasts 
removed. This is easy to do, but you could ask 
the butcher to do it instead 

• 2 shallots 

• 1 onion 

• 1 head of garlic 

• 1 carrot 

• 1 leek 

• 2 stalks of celery 

• 2 blades of mace 

• 1 bayleaf 

• Black pepper 

• 40g butter 

• 1 tbs flour 

• 2 large shots Irish whiskey 

• 1 glass red wine 

• Water 

• Cream. 

Method 

for the stock sauce 

• Try to smash up the pheasant carcasses as 
much as you can. Put all the dry ingredients 
including the spices, but not the flour, in a 
roasting pan with the unpeeled veg cut into 
rough chunks (a la paysanne) 

• Place in a 1 60°C oven until it begins to colour. 
Then remove and decant into the biggest 


saucepan you have. Add the booze and cover 
with water. Simmer, but do not boil, for at 
least eight hours, adding water if necessary 

• Reduce the remaining liquid by half and strain 
into a smaller pan. 

for the poached pheasant 

• Place the pheasant breasts and legs in a wide 
bottomed pan with a light film of vegetable - 
not olive - oil and fry on a low heat until 
gently coloured. Turn and repeat 

• Add stock gradually trying to keep the liquid 
at a gentle simmer. If you boil it too fast the 
legs especially will become tough. The joints 
are cooked when an inserted skewer releases 
clear juice, if there is blood in it, cook on. The 
breasts will be ready before the legs 

• When they are cooked, reserve while you 
finish the sauce. Place the butter and flour in 
a bowl and blend together. Then whisk into 
the sauce and reduce to a pleasing 
consistency. Finally, finish with a little cream 

• Grill the pheasant pieces briefly, skin side up 
to crisp, and plate with the sauce. Serve with 
seasonal vegetables of your choice. 

Top tips
